(1) Numegr. The officers of the board shall bea chalrman, vice chair-
man and secretary as provided by s. 15.07 (2), Stats,, and shall be
elected by the board from among its own members

(2) ELECTION AND TERM OF OFFICE. The offmers of the board shall be
elected annually by the board at the first regular meeting of each calen-
dar year and shall hold office untit their successors shall be elected. Any
vacancy occurring during the calendar year shalI be fllled by election at
the next regular meeting. : _ .

(8) CuairmaN. The chairman shall premde at’ all meetings of the
beard and executive commitiee of officers and shall, with the executive
committee of officers, have general supetvision of the. affairs .of the
board when the board is not meeting. The chairman shall create by ap-
pointment from among the members of the board such committees as he
or she may deem necessary to perform properly the functions of the
hoard and shall be a member ex-officio of all such committegs. The
chairman shall perform all duties incident to the office of chairman and
such other duties as may be prescribed by the board from time to time.

(4) Vice crairRMAN. The vice chairman shall, in the event of the ab-
sence of the chairman, perform the duties of the chairman and when so
acting shall have all the powers of and he subject to all the restrictions on
the chairman. He or she shall perform such other duties as may be pre-
geribed by the board from time fo time. -

(5) SecrETARY. The secretary shall, in the event of the absence of the
chairman and vice chairman, perform the duties of the chairman and
when so acting shall have all the powers of and be subject to-all the re-
strictions on the chairman, He or she shall perform such other dutles as
may be prescribed by the hoard from t:me to time,

(6) EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF OFFICERS, The chatrman, vice chairman
and secretary shall constitute the executive committee of officers of the
board and shall act for the beard pursuant to such policies as the hoard
may adopt when the board is not meeting. Actions of the executive com-
mittee of officers shall be subject to ratification by the board at its next
regular meeting or special meeting called for the purpose of considering
ratification of such action.

(a) Interim action by executive committee of officers. When the
board is not meeting, the executive committee of officers or its duly au- |
thorized representative shall, in respect to the duties imposed on the
hoard hy these rules and s. 38.51, Stats., supervise and direct the investi-
gation and evaluation™of schosls and the courses of study offered by such
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schools, determine whether or not such schools and such courses meet
the standards and criteria established by the board, and prepare recom-
mendations based on such investigations for consideration by the board.

EAB 1.02 Meetings. {1) Recurar MEETINGS. The first regular meet-
ing of each calendar year shall be the annual meeting for the election of
officers, In the event that a majority of the members cannot meet on the
date set for a regular meeting, the chairman may select the closest date
thereto acceptable to a majority of the membership.

(2) SeeCIAL MEETINGS. Special meetings of the board may be called at
any time by the chairman, or the chairman shall call such special meet-
ings at the direction of the governor of the state of Wisconsin or upon
written request of a majority of the members of the hoard.

(3) Norice. Written notice stating the place, day and hour of the
meeting, and in case of a special meeting, the purpose or purposes for
which the meeting is:called, shall be delivered to each member either
personally or by mail not less than 24 hours prior to such meeting. An
informal agenda may also accompany said notice, If mailed, such notice
shall be deemed to be delivered when deposited in the United States
mail, addressed to the member at his official address as it appears on the
records of the board with postage thereon prepaid.

"{4) QuoruM. A majority of the current membership shall constitute a
quorum to do business, and a majority of the quorum may act in any
matter within the jurisdiction of the board,

(5) RULES OF ORDER. Méetings of the board shall be conducted accord-
ing to and governed by Roberts Rules of Order except as otherwise pro-
vided in these rules of procedure.

(6) RETiREMENT OF MEMBERS. All members of the board serve at the
pleasure of the governor, and upon retirement of the member from his or
her principal employment he or she shall continue to serve as a member
of the board unti! such time as he or she may be replaced on the board by
the governor or until his or her resignation from the board or death.

“{7) TRANSCRIPTS OF MEETINGS. A record shall be made of all meetings
and hearings of the board held in open session. A written transeript of all
or a designated portion of the meeting or hearing will be provided to any
person making written request for one within 30 days of the meeting or
hearing of the board providing that person pays a reasonable compensa-
tory fee for the transcription and for the copy. Any person requesting a
transcript who demonstrates to the satisfaction of the board a reason-
able purpose for the transcription and impecuniousness or financial
need will be provided with a free transcript,
